Michigan will go for the Chicago

ished a prejudice against the third term 
a little while ago, and I began to ask 
myself why, and 1 couldn't give any 
satisfactory answer. 
I am of the opin- 


ion that the state is for Blaine first, 
but it will strongly support the nomi- 
nee, whoever he may be. 
Wo shall not 


instruct our delegation to Chicago. 
We don't believe in tho principle. The 
delegation will vote fur the man they 
think tin: most available.

Cyrus David Foss, D. D., LL. D., 


Bishop elect of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, was born at Kingston, N. 
Y., January 17,1832. He is tbe son 
of the lato Rev. Cyrus FOH, of the New 
York Conference. Hi* honored mother 
still live*, Jin her 86th year, a woman 
of rare gifts and remarkable intellect, 
a daughter of the late Archibald Camp- 
bell, Esq., one of the oldest familie* of 
Eastern New York. 
Under the train- 


ing and prayers of such parent* it i* no 
wonder that in early life their son 
should consecrate hi* heart to God and 
hi* life to the service of the church of 
their and hi* choice. 


After a preparatory course in the 


Amenia Seminary he entered the Wes- 
leyan University, at Middletown, in 
1850, from which he graduated with 
the highest honor* of hi* elan, in 1864. 
Soon after he was elected Principal of 
the Amenia Seminary, where he re- 
mained until he joined the New York 
Conference in the Spring of 1857. In 
1872 he was elected to the General 
Conference, and re-elected in 1876 and 
1880, each time leading; tbe delegation. 


In 1868 he received the degree ol 


Doctor of Divinity from his alma mater, 
and in 1879 the degree of LL. D. from 
Cornell College, Iowa. In 1875 he 
was elected President of the Wesleyan 
University at Middletown, Conn., which 
position he now holds. In 1878 ho was 
selected by the Board of Bishops at 
fraternal delegate to the General Con 
fercnoe of tbe Methodist Episcopal 
Church South.

J ohn Fletcher Hurst, D. I)., was born 


August 17, 1834, in u farm house nea 
Salem, UorohcHtcr county, Md. 
Hi 


comes of Puritan ancestry, and can 
trace the American branch of his fam 
ily as far back as 1G44. 
His grand- 


father served in tbe Revolution and in 
the War of 1812. 


Dr. Hurst waa educated at Dickinson 


College, graduating at the age of 19. 
He soon baoame a Professor of Lan- 
guage* in Hedding Literary Institute, 
Ashland, N. Y., and was thus occupied 
until 1856. In the Fall of that year 
he went to Europe and studied theolo- 
gy at Halle and Heidelberg, and trav- 
eled extensively on the Continent. lie- 
turning to this country he entered the 
ministry and joined tbe Bait Balti- 
more, now the Central 
Pennsylvania 


Conference. 
In 1858 he became a 


member of the Newark Conference, and 
was stationed successively at Irrington, 
N. J., Pastiao, .Kliiabeth and Trinity, 
Staten Island. 
From here he went to 


Europe as Professor in the Theological 
Seminary at Bremen, in the Fall of 
18GO, Jand went with the institution 
when it was removed to Frankfort-en- 
thc-Main. 
Ho remained in this work 


until 1871, ami then mado tho tour of 
the East and returned to take charge 
of the Department of Historical Theol- 
ogy in 'Drew Seminary, to 611 the place 
of the honored Dr. Nadal. In 1873 he 
was, on the election of President Foster 
as liishnp, chosen President of Drew 
Scminaty. 
When, throe yean ago, tho 


institution was deprived of its entire 
endowment by the failure of Mr. Drew, 
Dr. Hurst net to work to regain it, and 
h«H gained it by his own solicitations 
the sum [of tttll.OOO, and has firmly 
established the institution that seemed 
financially ruined.

Henry White Warren, D. D., was 


born near Northampton, Mass,, in tbe 
year 1831. He comes of old New Eng- 
land stock. The farm on which he was 
born never passed out of the family 
from the time it was bought of the In- 
diums until the present day. 
Dr. War- 


ren entered Wilbraham Academy at the 
age of 17, entered Wesleyan University 
at 19, .and graduated in 1853, his 
brother, now president of the Boston 
University, graduated at tbe same time. 
While he was yet in college, he taught 
natural science in Amenia Seminary, 
and this bent to scientific inquiry has 
marked his whole life, 
After gradua-

BISHOP B. 0. IIAVBN. 


R«. Eraitos Otis Kara, D. D., 


LL. D., waa born in the vicinity of Boa- 
ton in the year 1820, and wai graduated 
with honor from the Wesleyaa Univer- 
sity at MiddUtown, Conn, about 1842, 
under the presidency of the eminent 
Dr. Wilbur Fiak. 


Having a taste for teaching, he en- 


raged aa a professor in the Amenia 
Wioary, under tbe priaotpatehlp of 
Rer. Dr. Clark, afterwards bishop, nod 
whom he succeeded in the principal- 
ship. While at Atienia he was mar- 
ried to tbe daoghur of ROT. George 
Colei, becoming thereby the brother-in- 
law of Her. George W. Woodruff, D. D., 
now secretary of the General Confer- 
ence. Dr. Haven's pastoral ministry 
began in the New York Conference, in 
which he filled two appointment* in the 
eity of New York, at the close of which, 
in 1850, he was elected to the ohair of 
Greek in the Michigan University. 


Ho was for several yean editor of 
cn'i IlrnM, at Boston, from which 


position ho was called to the presidency 
of Michigan University. In this posi- 
tion Dr. Haven gained great reputation, 
and became widely known as an educa- 
tor. 


From Michigan University Dr. Ha- 


ven was called to the presidency of the 
Northwestern University, a Methodist 
institution located at Kvaniton. 
In 


1872 Dr. Haven was made secretary of 
the educational department of his de- 
nomination, which relation be still re- 
tains. In 1874 Dr. Haven waa eleeted 
chancellor of Syracuse University, from 
which position he will now retire. Dr. 
Haven's success in so m««y responsible 
and difficult appointment! indicate* hi* 
many-sidedness and versatility. 
The 


new office to which he has been eleet- 
ed will require still other gift*, wbieb 
no doubt Dr. Haven will be found to 
possess. H* is a cousin to the lat* 
Bishop Gilbert Haven, and is descended 
from a Methodist ancestry. Dr. Haven 
is, like the lamented Bishop Thompson, 
rather below the medium height, but 
has a compact and sinewy body, full of 
force and vitality.

tho land of money and present us peri- 
odically before the world as mendicants 
and b«ggar«. This land system of ours 
pay* over from the sweat and toil of our 
inhabitants $90,000,000 yearly to 6,000 
or 7,000 landlords, who do nothing but 
hunt a fox or hunt the tenantry. 
The 


government that upholds this cruel lys- 
lem abstracts $36,000,000 more from 
the land in imperial taxation, while 
there is left for food, clothing and sus- 
tenance of 6,000,000 of people, not 
more than $50,000,000 or about 110 
per head yearly. If the harvest is good 
landlords luxuriate and abstract all; if 
bad or aoanty they seize on the food 
and cattle for rank-rent.

From Thursday's Dally. 


Tbe Bmr Joklioi Isqiol. 


JThe announcement of the death of 


Berry Johnson, who was mysterously ihot 
near the Davis-Howard house of ill-fame 
south of the county bridge, on the night 
of tbe 8th Instant, appeared in these col- 
umns on yesterday. Johnson was Interred 
In Mt. Qllead cemetery tbe same after- 
noon. At 1 p. m. yesterday Coroner Din- 
neen summoned the following Jury to 
examine Into the cause of the death of 
Johnson, and learn, if possible, who fired 
the plitol that sent the W calibre ball 
through his bodv: H. B. Dills; foreman; 
Philip Welgel, John Wright, Albert John- 
ion, Charles W»rd and Douglas Mulllns. 
The witnesses examined yesterday were 
John M. Wilson and J, 'DUli, each of 
whom corroborated the points in John- 
son's dying statement, the substance of 
which Is given below. David Adams said 
he saw Ward and Johnson In town to- 
gether on the night of the shooting, 
and that he thought, tbe bullet that 
went through Johnaon'j body came from 
C. C. Davn's pistol. 
An adjournment 


was then taken to Dr. E. W. Weem's 
office, where the inquest was resumed 
at 0 o'clock this forenoon. Promptly 
at the hour named the Jury assembled, 
when William Ward told what he knew 
about the tragedy, which was about the 
same as given in these columns on Tues- 
day; that he, Johnson, C. C. Davis and 
Marion Stevens, son of the late Joseph 
Stevens, got into his (Ward's) wagon In 
town on Saturday night and drove down 
to Weber's beer hall, where, after a short 
stop, they left Johnson, he refusing to get 
into the wagon again. 
On arriving at 


Davla'a home, Ward hitched hli horses to 
tbe fence and each of the three men went 
Into tko house; that after they had been 
there a short time, Stevens bade Ibe in- 
states good-bye and left. Soon after the 
witness testified he and Davis heard two 
pistol shots, but puKI but little attention 
to it, as pistol tiring ia of common occur- 
rence In that particular locality. And 
afterward, on hearing the uproar at Mrs. 
Johnson's home, near by, the two men ran 
down to learn the cause of the racket, 
nnd found Berry on the bed, bleeding 
from a pistol shot wound In hi a breast.— 
Dr. E. W. Weems, the attending physi- 
:ian, uiade a statement of Johnson's con- 
dition when called to attend him, but as 
no post mortem examination bad been 
made, he could not swear positively as to 
tbe cause of the death. David Hutchi- 
sons, Esq,, the notary public, who took 
Johnson's dying statement on the fore- 
noon before his death, was next placed 
on tbe stand. Tbe witness gave the sub- 
stance about as follows: 
That on 


Saturday, May 8tb, 
Johnson 
got into 


Ward's wagon and started for home, ac- 
companied by C. C. Davis, Wm. Ward 
and Marlon Stevens, Arriving at Weber's 
>aer hall on the way, the party got out. 
They remained then a short time, when 
Ward, Davis and Stevens left In the 
wagon, leaving Johnson in the ball.— 
About 0 o'clock Johnson started for home 
alone, and when he arrived near his home 
he went up to Ward's team hitched to 
he fence near the stable on the Davis- 
Howard premises, and while there a man 
came out of the DaVis house and wanted 
o know why Johnson was fooling around 
he waeon, and accused him of trying to 
steal the team and bogs In'the pen— 
Johnson said be wanted to see if there 
was anybody in tbe wagon, and intended 
no wrong. The man then threatened to 
boot Johnson, and as the latter started 
award the man, hsflred two shots at him, 
one of which struck a pass-book, the bul- 
et glancing olV.and tbo other bullpt going 
trough his body, as heretofore stated.- - 
n conclusion, Johnson 
believed tbat 


rom the size of tbe man, aa seen In tbe 
darkness, his manner and tha tone of his 
voice, tbo man 'who shot htm was C. C. 
Davis. And on the strength of this state- 
ment, as staled yeslerday, Davis was 
arrested nnd lodged in the county jnil 
without bail. 


The jury, after constitution, adjourned 


until 1 o'clock this afternoon, In order to 
obtain the tustimony of Marion Slovens, 
who ia employed at Tuttlo'a SHW-mill, 
about 5 miles southeast of the city. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon the jury had 
ut assembled, and we ure therefore Una- 
Me to give the substance of Stevens' tcs- 
iinony or the verdict.
